AXMINSTER’S longest serving councillor Douglas 
Hull is making a New Year appeal for the authorities 
to revive previously considered plans for the former 
magistrates’ court building in Lyme Close to be 
turned into an administration centre.

OVER a Christmas drink a friend recounted a story 
of how he came close to losing his life in the recent 
floods. 

He was attempting to drive from the Fisherman’s 
Cot pub near Tiverton to Bickleigh Castle where he 
was attending a wedding. 

As he was driving along a lane that runs adjacent 
to the River Exe, that was in full flood, the banks 
burst and over the hedge came a deluge of water 
that quickly flooded his car. 

Miraculously, after losing control, his 4 x 4 vehicle 
got jammed against a tree which prevented it from 
being swept into the Exe. 

My friend is a big chap and it was all he could do 
to force open a door as the car filled with water. 

“I don't mind telling you I thought I was a gonner 
and said a little prayer," he told me. 

Somehow he summoned the strength to free 
himself from the vehicle but the water was up to 
his chest. Fortunately, he was helped to safety by 
some passers-by in an adjoining field. Another bit 
of luck. 

It brought home to me how precious life is and 
how quickly danger can present itself, especially 
where water is involved. 

It was confirmed last week that 2012 was the 
wettest year in Devon since records began, despite 
the fact we started the year with a drought.

In his New Year message to residents, Councillor 
Diviani reveals that the government are cutting a 
further 9.4 pet cent, or £491,000, from East devon’s 
Formula Grant - the funding that councils receive 
each April. This excludes additional monies received 
for new housing growth in the area. 

Said Councillor Diviani: “This cut, on top of others 
in previous years, means we’ll have redouble our ef¬ 
forts to protect frontline services in the face of rising 
costs and falling income.With Council Tax frozen, in¬ 
vestment income down, fuel and heating costs rising 
mean, we’re going to find it ever more difficult to 
maintain our current level of service, much as we 
want to. 

“We must continue looking for savings - whether 
from managing our operation more efficiently or, if 
the sums add up, possibly moving from unsuitable 
offices at Knowle to a purpose-built functional 
building somewhere else." 

Councillor Diviani said he appreciated the office 
move was controversial and that it was likely to con¬ 
tinue to be a high profile issue in 2013. 

He continued: “It is not a foregone conclusion and 
no decisions have been made. We’re not intent on 
moving at any cost; we’re listening to residents’ 
views and we’ll balance that feedback against some 
of the harsh realities we face. 

“There have been some mistakes along the way, 
and we need to get better at informing our residents 
and listening to them in 2013 - although that doesn’t 
necessarily mean we’ll be able to please everyone. 

“We have a duty to every taxpayer in the district 
and any decisions we make will have to be guided by 
that, especially if we want to keep Council Tax low. 

“That also applies to our Local Plan, which goes to 
public examination by a government inspector in 
2013. We have to perform a fine balancing act be¬ 
tween protecting our lovely landscapes and meeting 
rising pressure for homes and jobs. 

“Two recent planning appeal defeats show that we 
MUST get that balance right and have a proper sup¬ 
ply of land for jobs and homes. Without this we risk 
the kind of uncontrolled development that both we 
and the people of East Devon don’t want. 


On New Year’s Day I also bumped into Stuart 
Hughes, the colourful chairman of Sidmouth Town 
Council and the Devon County Council Cabinet 
member for Transport, at Yeovil Town. He also 
knew my friend and I was able to recount his lucky 
escape. 

The atrocious weather has been nothing short of 
disastrous for Devon. Hundreds of homes have 
been flooded, some of them several times, includ¬ 
ing many properties in Pulman’s Country. 

Roads and cliffs have been decimated and agri¬ 
culture is facing a grim future with thousands of 
acres of prime land still under water. 

Stuart Hughes has featured prominently in re¬ 
cent weeks on our regional television screens, 
highlighting the damage caused to the county’s 
roads in straight-forward, honest fashion, without 
spin. The government has given the already cash- 
strapped County Hall £6 million to deal with the 
problem. The cost is estimated at £10 million. 

“I just don't know what we are going to do," he 
said removing his Yeovil beanie hat and scratching 
his head. 

Time for Devon’s MPs to put politics aside and put 
together a watertight case (no pun intended) for 
Devon to be fairly compensated.

Licensees deny brawl

abandoned and Councillor Hull is now concerned that 
plans to amalgamate Axminster’s police and fire stations 
on one site further down Lyme Close will see the court¬ 
room site lost to housing. 

Councillor Hull, who served on the county council for 
12 years and is now a county Alderman, and has been a 
member of East Devon District Council for more than 30 
years, is now calling on Axminster Town Council to set 
up a committee to look into the possibilities of turning 
the old magistrates’ court into a “useful centre for Axmin¬ 
ster town and the Axe Valley.” 

He has written to Axminster Town Council clerk Hilary 
Kirkcaldy asking her to place an item on the agenda for 
the next full council meeting on Monday (January 14th). 

In a letter to Miss Kirkcaldy, he says: “We should enter 
into meaningful discussions with the local authorities on 
this. The centre could look towards having a place for a 
one-stop shop for all facilities provided for the commu¬ 
nity by Devon County Council and East Devon District 
Council.” 

In an interview with Pulman’s View, Councillor Hull 
said: “I put forward this idea when I was a county coun¬ 
cillor and it is a shame that it has dropped off the agenda. 
This site is virtually in the middle of the town with easy 
access from all quarters, especially for the disabled, 
which we do not have at present, 

“This site has been paid for by the people of Axminster 
over the years through their rates and it is time we all got 
together again to provide a useful centre for Axminster 
which will serve the town for the next 50 to 60 years. 


“We have got to get the various authorities to work to¬ 
gether with Devon County Council to provide a very good 
administration point. 

“I think we need to rethink the strategy of the police and 
fire brigade operation for one site further down the road. 
We need a police station which is just not a box for po¬ 
licemen to fill in reports. We need a properly manned po¬ 
lice station with our proximity to the Somerset border 
from where a great deal of crimes comes.”

News brie fs 
Crime is up 

CRIME is rising in Axminster, according to statistics 
presented to the Axe Valley Local Action Group. 

At the group’s November meeting, held at the Axe 
Valley Young People’s Centre in Axminster, mem¬ 
bers heard that the total number of crimes in the 12 
months to October had risen from 337 offences to 
451, an increase of 19.6 per cent. 

Violent crime was up by a staggering 82 per cent 
from 56 offences to 102 offences and there was also 
a significant increase in domestic burglary - up from 
14 offences to 26 offences, an increase of 85.7 per 
cent. 

The good news was that other burlgary declined 
by 27 per cent from 63 offences to 46 offences and 
rowdy and nuisance behaviour decreased from 167 
cases to 123. 

Members were told that the increase in crime re¬ 
ported in the past 12 months could be due to a 
change in national crime recording standards and 
the way crimes are reported to the police. 

Damage to car 

AXMINSTER police are appealing for help to catch 
the culprit responsible for causing serious damage 
to a car in the town. 

The rear window of a Citroen Berlingo was 
smashed while it was left parked in Lyme Road, be¬ 
tween Saturday, December 29th and Monday, De¬ 
cember 31st. 

Police say the glass was broken by an unknown 
means, causing substantial damage. 

Anyone with information about the damage is

AN AXMINSTER women’s dedication to caring for peo¬ 
ple with learning disabilities has been recognised with 
an MBE in the New Year’s Honours list. 

After 20 years of running services for the elderly com¬ 
munity of Exeter who suffered with dementia and 
Down’s syndrome, 64-year-old Frances White opened up 
her home at Little Haddon in Wide Post Lane so that she 
could help those with similar learning disabilities in the 
town. 

Little Haddon now provides supported living accom¬ 
modation for adults with a broader variety of learning 
disabilities and cares for four people on a permanent 
basis. 

Frances explained: “After working with the elderly 
who suffer with dementia and Down’s Syndrome in par¬ 
ticular, I had a deep interest in helping these people and 
was keen to expand my knowledge on how extra care 
could be provided to them. 

“During late 2005 and into 2006,1 took the plunge after 
much research and enthusiasm and founded Little Had¬ 
don specifically for the elderly who suffered with the two 
conditions. 

“I was intrigued and fascinated with ways in which to 
improve the lives of adults suffering with dementia and 
Down Syndrome and it was a great feeling for me to be 
able to offer, at first, what was an experimental project 
and to see it then flourish into an important and reward¬ 
ing service for the older population of Axminster.” 

Frances transformed Little Haddon for the benefit of 
its residents, looking at dementia ‘good practice’ design 
which ensured the environment was as easy to under¬ 
stand as possible, for example, using different coloured 
doors for easy navigation and using photographs on the 
doors of each room, making it personal to the individual.

Working closely with district and hospice nurses, the 
local medical centre and more widely with learning dis¬ 
ability professionals across East Devon, Frances took a 
huge step into the local community, supporting the older 
population and giving them a home for life. 

Frances continued: “I knew it was going to be a big task 
but we have encouraged those living at Little Haddon to 
do as much as possible for themselves, encouraging them 
into the local community and what it has to offer, keeping 
close contact with their families and giving them the 
highest quality of care possible. 

Traumatic time 

“During the first few years we even provided end of life 
care for four individuals, which was a traumatic time for 
all of us, but we remain in contact with the families and 
they have all said that it was a very important facility for 
them personally and for their loved ones. 

“Little Haddon now supports four adults with learning 
disabilities and is run through Assisted Living South West 
who have a variety of similar services across the region.” 

Continuing her interest in helping others, Frances now 
hopes that one of the people she has supported may ac¬ 
company her as one of her guests to the investiture, invit¬ 
ing them to join in the once in a lifetime experience. 

When asked how she felt when she found out she had 
been nominated for an MBE, Frances said: “It was a huge 
shock when the letter arrived in mid-November and to be 
honest, I wondered if it was just a joke. I am so proud 
and never anticipated receiving such an award but I am 
also very nervous about my investiture. 


“I would like to thank everyone who has nominated me. 
Little Haddon’s progress has been so much helped by the 
community of Axminster, as well as the medical services 
here and around East Devon. 

“The main thing is that I have had so much enjoyment 
and fun in my working life, encountering very special 
people and families who I will always stay in touch with. 

“It is an incredible thing to be recognised for my work, 
but I just love it and we hope to continue to provide a 
high quality of community-based support under Assisted 
Living South West with flexibility to adapt to the needs 
of current and future residents.”

A £7,500 grant from Seaton Town 
Council has given Seaton’s Voice the 
boost they needed to provide a new 
and innovative form of live stream¬ 
ing to the Gateway, at the town hall. 

The state of the art equipment fea¬ 
turing a cinematic satellite, projector 
and surround sound will put the town 
hall on the map at the forefront of 
technology in the South West with 
only Bridport and Exeter having sim¬ 
ilar equipment. 

Before even being considered for 
the equipment, a definite technical 
specification of equipment was out¬ 
lined by the National Theatre before 
the town hall could become a venue 
for live streaming. 

The streaming will enable what¬ 
ever is being performed or is being 
transmitted live across the world to 
be shown at the town hall, from mu¬ 


sicals and theatre productions in the 
West End, to New York Opera, Royal 
Ballet, games and sport, children the¬ 
atre, world speakers and lectures. 

This will not only bring a wealth of 
previously unreachable and expen¬ 
sive shows to town, but will also 
transform the hall into a cinema. 

Seaton’s Voice is working hand in 
hand with the film club and is now 
able to show new releases without 
waiting for them to come out on 
DVD. 

The shows can be recorded and 
shown at any point, giving Seaton’s 
Voice the option to increase the num¬ 
ber of performances if they have a 


sell out show. 

At a full town council meeting in 
November, the grant, which was of¬ 
fered to Seaton’s Voice, was dis¬ 
cussed by members of the town 
council and received mixed reviews; 
the sum was originally set-aside in 
the town council budget for youth 
and community. 

Councillor James Semple said: 
“Despite the idea being an interest¬ 
ing one that would indeed put Seaton 
at the forefront of technology in the 
area, by allowing this development 
to happen we are giving Seaton’s 
Voice a powerful commercial oppor¬ 
tunity leading to a powerful contri¬ 
bution to their business model. 

“The youth of the town should not 
be enclosed to watch yet another 
screen, but should be encouraged to 
be outdoors and more active.” 

Councillor Gaynor Sedgwick 
added: “Money should be used for 
the youth of the town and despite this 
being a brilliant idea I am not sure it 
will directly help young people.” 

Despite the minor concerns, the 
town council considered the applica¬ 
tion and reached a strong verdict that 
the money should be released to 
Seaton’s Voice to contribute towards 
the overall £16,000 equipment costs.

AN AFTER-school club at Shute 
Community Primary School 
equips children with skills vital 
for a career in the high-tech 
sector. 

Club sessions are designed to 
give pupils an understanding of 
the programming behind some 
of the most popular websites in 
the world. 

Coding Club teaches children 
how to program in a language 
called Perl, which is used be¬ 
hind-the-scenes in many appli¬ 
cations, most notably to drive 
websites like the BBC iPlayer, 
Amazon and LoveFilm, accord¬ 
ing to club leaders. 


The concepts that children 
learn when programming in Perl 
are portable to other program¬ 
ming languages, so they could 
use these skills at secondary 
level, even if they are being 
taught another programming 
language. 

In the first session the club 
pulled apart a computer and dis¬ 
cussed the technology inside it. 

They also looked at how mi¬ 
croelectronics have changed 
over time - examining how big 
a transistor was in 1970 and how 
advances in technology have led 
to a miniscule 16GB SD card in a 
mobile phone. 


In subsequent sessions, the 
children have been writing sim¬ 
ple programs to learn about dif¬ 
ferent programming constructs. 

Headteacher Amanda Graham 
said: "Information and Commu¬ 
nication Technologies (ICT) pro¬ 
vides pupils with essential skills 
but it only teaches them how to 
use software, rather than giving 
them the skills to write soft¬ 
ware and understand how com¬ 
puters work. This club provides 
children with the kind of 
grounding in programming skills 
that could, in time, lead to qual¬ 
ifications and employment in 
the high technology sector.” 


Musbury pupils enjoy science days 



ENTHUSIASTIC pupils took part in two science days 
at Musbury Primary School under the leadership of 
teacher Richard Fucas. 

The Fight and Sound Day saw children produce 
periscopes and stringed instruments. School adminis¬ 
trator Forraine Tolman explained: “This term the chil¬ 
dren have been enjoying making periscopes as part of 
their work on light, and stringed instruments as part 
of their work on sound.

■ I WRITE in support of 
your reader who 
expressed concern about 
the amount of dogs’ 
mess on Seaton beach - 
and agree that dogs 
should be restricted 
to designated areas all 
year round. 

We returned to the UK 
after many years abroad 
and are disappointed with 
just how many dog own¬ 
ers do not clear up after 
their dogs. It isn’t only on 
the beach either! We 
walk into town most days 
and every time there are 
more “deposits” on the 
residential streets, in 
town and on the beach. 
We also see owners al¬ 
lowing their pets to uri¬ 
nate against the seats on 
the seafront. What is 
wrong with people? 

Where we used to live, 


the council provided bins 
that had doggie bags af¬ 
fixed to a holder above 
the bin that could be tom 
off and used for those 
people who go out unpre¬ 
pared. Seaton Council 
also needs to provide 
more bins around town 
and local streets - this 
may also stop those dog 
owners who bag the dog 
mess, but then either 
throw the bag in some- 
ones hedge, or just leave 
it on the pavement! I 
agree there should be on- 
the-spot fines too (if there 
was anyone to police it!). 
Perhaps the council 
should invest in a ranger 
until the situation im¬ 
proves. 

On another issue, there 
are a few businesses 
around the town 
that could better maintain 
their properties and gen¬ 



eral surrounds. We have a 
very pretty town here but it 
does need all the help it 
can get in attracting both 
locals and visitors. We 
chose to live in Seaton 
over Sidmouth for its nat¬ 
ural beauty, but lots of 
people we met at places 
along the coast (as far as 
Exmouth) suggested 
that most of the East 
Devon Council’s resources 
go into Sidmouth (and per¬ 
haps Budleigh Salterton) - 
and that is why some of 


the other towns maybe 
don’t get the 
cleaning/upkeep re¬ 
sources that Sidmouth 
enjoys. 

My final point is re¬ 
garding signage. I’ve 
heard that this issue has 
been ‘under 

discussion/planning’ for 
a while, but has not ma¬ 
terialized to date. At¬ 
tractive signage over by 
Tesco, at a suitable place 
close to the seafront and 
even in major carparks 
showing the range of 
shops on offer in the 
town might encourage 
more visitors to ex¬ 
plore the local shops. 

I like to finish by say¬ 
ing we are very happy 
here and think that 
Seaton has lots of poten¬ 
tial.

Younger drivers run risk 
through service skipping 


NEW research carried out by the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) has revealed that many younger 
drivers are failing to have their car serv¬ 
iced and maintained correctly. Risking 
vehicle-related financial, safety and effi¬ 
ciency problems, younger motorists are 
not only failing themselves, but other 
road users too. 

Polling 2,000 motorists on attitudes to¬ 
wards car maintenance, the survey found 
that 10% of drivers aged 18-24 claim 
their vehicle isn’t ever serviced. This fig¬ 
ure rises among 25-34 year-olds, with 
12% of owners failing to have even basic 
service and repair work carried out. By 
contrast, the number of over-55s claiming 
never to service their car is just 2%, as 
well as around 5% of 35-54 year-olds. 

The research highlights the danger to 
which some motorists are exposing them¬ 
selves, with tyres and brakes among the 
many safety-critical items left 
unchecked. Additionally, the service- 
skippers risk greater likelihood of a 
breakdown, reduced efficiency and in¬ 
creased wear and tear; issues a manufac¬ 
turer main dealer can help motorists 
avoid. 

A modern car has more computing 
power than the craft that took man to the 
moon, yet the survey highlights that most 
young drivers are oblivious to the bene¬ 


fits of upgrades to vehicle software. 57% 
of 18-24 year-olds were unaware that 
software upgrades from the manufacturer 
can help maximise efficiency, not to men¬ 
tion the security, safety and comfort ben¬ 
efits of software upgrades. 

“Most drivers are aware of the benefits 
of regular servicing, but a significant 
number of drivers are putting themselves 
at greater risk of an accident, breakdown 
or costly repair by not taking their cars to 
a dealership for servicing,” said Paul 
Everitt, SMMT Chief Executive. “A 
properly maintained car is not only more 
fuel-efficient, but will be safer and more 
reliable. Putting off service and repair 
work is a false economy with risks and 
costs outweighing short-term gains. 

“To stay safe and keep costs down, mo¬ 
torists should stick to servicing schedules 
and have repairs carried out promptly at 
a manufacturer main dealer. There, fully- 
trained technicians will work with the lat¬ 
est diagnostic equipment and fit 
manufacturer-approved parts,” added 
Everitt. “Given the speed with which ve¬ 
hicle systems move on these days, it’s 
also important that drivers check with 
their local main dealer to see if software 
upgrades are available for their model.”
